Commercially the abolonu hai a double 


value— flrst as an article ot food and next 
as an ornament. It hos b«.OB known for tt 
long [time, far and tvldo, as a food, but 
It Is only of late years, says tho Sat Fran- 
ciico Chronicle, that its shell has attained 
a sottlod market value. Iho Channel 
Island abalono, called ormer, is a small 
fish, not larger than a good-sized oyster, 
and ts esteemed something ot a delicacy. 
Tho maritime negroes of Sonaffal esteem 
tho abalone an eicellont article of diet, 
the New 2ealaudors called it "mutton. 
fish," and among tho Chinese and Japan- 
ese it is much soucht after. Tlio manner 
in which tho two nations oat tho animal 
is, however, entirely different. 
Tho Japs 


tako on'.y the very smallest fish and eat 
them when freshly caught with cayenne 
pepper and vinegar. The Chinese got 
tho largest possible, and only eat them 
after they havo boon subject to a drying

1 the aba'.one, and recognizing it as highly
